ANOTHER DARING NIGBT (ATTAOK, 

Lait night, or rather about } past 12} 
o’dlock a.m., a daring. raid was made in a: 
house at Hong Ham, and the robbers, : 
satisfied with successfully looting the bo: 
got fire toilt, and thus finishod their dovillah 
work in a masterly manner, Unfortunate- 
ly not, aman has been arrested, and tho 
rascals will by this second escapade bo 
more than ever assurod that they may rob, 
murder and plunder with impunity, =. 

“The thieves appesr to have followed the 
taotica of those who made tha reoont attack 
at Wing-Lok Street. -They wero well arm- 
od with rifles and spears, which they used 
unsparingly.- It would appéar that about 

'clock tho Indian ‘Constablo,on 
was jnet turning the corner | 
of the boundary wail of the dock near the 
villugo, whon-he met abeut 30 men allin a 
body. He challenged them, and was im- 
mediately aasailed ; boing struck on the 
head and the cheek with a aharp instrument 
apparently a apear be.fell down, and was 
then kicked and beaten until ‘he ‘was black 
aud blue, and his xifle wae takon from him. 
‘An Indion watchman in the dock, hearing 
the disturbance outside, ran out of the 
gate, and secing the. unfortunate con- 
stable lying on’ the ground bleeding, 
he ran along the village, intending to call 
another watchman who lived in the village, 
and alarm.the police, He-had not gone 
far when he was ehot down and speared ; 
the shot passing: through his left lung. 
Baving settled affaira'so far to their natis- 
faction, the ragcals then ket to work about 
the business they -bad in hand. A number 
ascended by means of s ladder to the upper 
part of ‘the house (a general storedealer’s 
shop) and intimidated tho inmates, whilst 
others kopt guard outside. There were 
about 20 men Hving over the shop, princi- 
pally employdes of the Dock Company, 4 
who, boiug aroused in- this unceremonious 
:manner, and being wholly unarmed, were 
onsily intimidated. Tho robbers then 
appear. to have descended into the abop 
pnd mado straight for the aafe. This was 
asily broken open, being of cast iron, and- 
about $600 in silver and notes extracted, 
With this ond every otber little valuable | 
they could find, the . thieves appeared 
satisfied, and. at once proceeded to fire the 
‘house. By this timo tho neighbourhood 
was thoroughly aroused. P, 0, Butlin, 
who is in obarge of the Police Station at 
Hong Ham, bud beon attracted 10 the 
scdue by the report of firearms, and 
had got to within 20 yarda of the 
spot when be was observed. by some 
of the. maraudors, and: received ‘by’ o 
volloy. Beeing tho stato of “affairs, and 
boing alone,.he paturally deemed discretion 
the better part of valor, and sought shelter 
bohind o atone pillar, The thievea, ap 
parently dotormined to bo free from inter- 
ruptions, fired one’ ot two volleys up the 
‘atrest. ©The villagers were thoroughly 
cowed ‘and kept, withia doors; one poor 
fellow—a fitter employed by the Dock 
Company, who lived about three doors from 
tho hovge which was. attacked—came out 
on his yerandab to sev what the disturbance 
meant, and was immediately shot in the 
bresgt, The wound is not dangerous, how- 
Over. an . 

‘he premites having once been fired, the 
thieves lefs in’a b'dy, firing their rifles as 
they went, to irsuro thelr being uninter- 
rupted, The Buropcans in the Dook tura- 
ed out on hearing the shots fred, bat by 
tho time they had reacbed the spot, the 
rascala had deoampod. ‘They therefore paid 
their, attention to extinguishing the fire, 
which had by this time got « good ‘hold of 
the house; and in thia they did good ser- 
vice. Assistance alao arrived from Taim 
Tsa ‘Tauiand Yow Mah Ti; and with the 
small. spphanoes they had, the fire was 
om fined ty thyone budding, although, owing 
to the narr.wnees of tho street and the 
nature of the buildioga, the whole village 
might easily have been destroyed. For-, 
tunately there was plenty of water ready 
to hand, aud the fire was got under by 4 
past 2 o'clock. ‘There was @ very strong 
wind and a high sea all night, and con- 
acquontly assistance from this side was 
rather bard to obtain, . It was of “course 
never thought in’ Hongkong that roblery 
had a:ything to do with the fire, although 
it was -plainly ‘visible, and in fact the 
goneral opiufon was that it was only an 
isolated matshed. | Inspector Grimes sont 
Se:geant Flynn and a party-of 12 men. to 
rouder oasistar.co if required, but owing to 
the"heavy goa it was along time before they 
could reach the shore, which they did. at 
Tsim Tsk Taul, and they then had‘a long 
distance to walk, so that the fire was nearly 
out when they arrived. The villagers say 
that they could not understand the dialect 
spoken by the thieves, who, however; 
were evidently well acquainted with the 
locality, and what ts more with the house, 
The employées in the Dock were paid on 
the-16th, and moat of them doal with.the 
shop which has just been attacked, which is 
the wealthiest im thé village and haa been 
attacked but without success twice before, 
On the last ocoasion, about 12 months ago, 
tho thieves endeavoured to blow dt up with 
powder but fniled. The shopkeepers’ cuse 
tomers had only settled their accounts yes-" 
terday, dnd this is the reason of his having 
such a large amount of money'on the pro 
misen} considering the nature of the ot. 
tack: there 4s little doubt but what this 
fact. must have beon well known to the 
thieves. and it is more than probable that 
some pf the. villagers were in collusion with 
them, 1¢ is said that the thieves came 
from Talwan j at all events, wherever they 
came from, there Js not the slightest doubt 
put that they came with the express object 
of attacking ono particular shop, and-they 
would scarcely haye dono. this had they 
not known there was good pon to. be got. 
PC, Butlin did all that, he cold do under

A CLEVER BANK FRAUD. 


Just now (says the Daily Telegraph) It ia 
to the Httle kingdom of Belgium that wo 
are indebted for the last great sensational 
crime, though, it is devoid of that savage 
coarsencas of incident which too often mars 
the artiatio dout ensemble of French-rascality. 

he. criminal is one Eugene: I’Kindt 
Roodebecke, a respectable young fellow, 
whotiome yoira.ago was started in ae & 
subordinate clerk in the Bank of Belglum, 
and he'stands charged-with having embezzl- 
ed or stolen no Jess than £920,000, Eugene 
T’Kindt was a clever youth, and soon after. 
entering the bank did-what most oriminals 
of his ability do—ho detected’ a weak spot, 
a loophole of laxity--in the working of its 
*¢ pyatem,” - Tho Bank of Belgium was the 
favourite recoptaclo for the deposit of small 
tradesmon’s securities: ond savings, The 
weak apot in its plan of working wos this, 
that when seourities were lodged with it-no 
racord in detail of the fact was mado, In 
a vague way tho general title of the sacurity 
was entered in the books, and the depositor'’s 
name was noted. But beyond tho record 
that such and such a porson had ona given 


dito deposited shares or scrip of a certain 


company, to an amount named, the books 


_1of the bank took no cognisance of the trans- 


action, Any sharp olerk ,could seo at a 
glaheo what was wrong in this system. No 
accurate note was taken of tho securities, 
ao as to enablo them in eaoh caso to be 
exactly identified with the names of their 
depositors, No attompt, in other words, 
was mado to check the  numbors” aa well 
as the amount: of these securities, and of 
this fact young T’Kindt scon made profit- 
able use. He had one hundred and sixty 
pounds a year of salary, and had aole chargo 
of these seourities, amounting in value to 
many millions sterling.

An excellent judgo of mon and 
‘# sound thinker, ha-carofully studied the 
invostments offored to him before accepting 
them. It was his rule to rely exclusively 
on his own, judgment, and never take a 
large risk merely because of a possibility of 
large gains. Reasonable certainty of a mo- 
dorate profit was, in his opinion, the first- 
requisite in a business transaction, After 
he: had acquired his first million he bor- 
rowed largely, and nobody knew hetter 
whore to borrow cheap orto lend dear, He 
provided himself with a’ good stock “of 
Bvailable securities, from which ho could 
readily obtain money from people who 
would not lend unless. they could obtain 
their funds.at-very.short notice,_He loaned- 
at much higher rates, It is said by thoso 
who ought to know that he made 200,000 
Gols. annually on- borrowed money. - He 
peid several visita to Europe, and somo- 
timos indulged in little luxuries ; but his 
expenditures. for persorial enjoyment were 
generally less than those of men with an 
income of 2,000 dols. a year. His onl: 
gift of money for s public purpose in his 
lifetime, so far as wo know, was that of- 
8,000 dols. to purchase Liober's library for 
the State University, Heoould make him. 
self agreeable in company, and was fair and 
faithful in business transactions, W, 9, 
O'Brien had.no uncommon capaoity in any 
respect, and in the ordinary course of events 
‘he would nover haye made more than a 
moderate fortune. Ho owed much of his 


baie success to gonial mannérs. Asa good 


fellow he had few superiors. Ho always hod 
a cheerful word for everybody, ond everybod 
liked him, His popularity contributed muo 
to give a start to. the house of Flood and 
O’Brien, and ho was fortunate enough to be 
associated with men whose special- know- 
ledge and talents raised the firm to Faneey 
wealth, He did not bother himself much 
in the acquisition or in the management of-| 
his wealth ; it added little to his enjoyment 
oud made little change in his tastes or as- 
sooiations..

the pale of hope, Among these are: the 
calculating plotters whoso schemes. have 
robbed the widow and the aged of their sole 
support; the fiends whose brutal lust has 
ruined their, viotime ; the murderera who by 
legal quibbles have dodged the hangman, 
and other well-known types of scoundreliam. 
Our great oonvict establishments overflow 
with oreatures of this sort—voritable wild- 
beasts most of them—whom no. punishment 
oan frighten into decency, and no- kindness

for the sake of gain; and on the other 
hand, the sentencing a oriminal to death or 
nervitude for life is, even when the: death 
penalty is remitted, a declaration that he is 
not ft to live in this world. If, then, a 
suspected pit were open and ready to be 
worked, tho Government might without 
new legislation prohibit the brave voluiteers 
—wmarried'men with young families—from 
entering upon the hazardous task, of course 
using its influence to find. them safor'em~ 
ployment of equivalent. value, might be 
eg aap by giving them the’ work now’ 
done by an equal number of convicts, apart 
from other measures.
